Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record, absent applicant's own disclosure, fails to teach the entire combination of 
elements set forth in the claimed invention. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to 
teach an automotive windowpane support structure comprising separate inner and outer 
guides, the outer guide is formed in an inside surface of the body exterior part and 
facing the inner guide such that at least a portion of the inner guide is disposed between 
the at least one sash portion and the outer guide in a direction generally perpendicular 
to a major face of the windowpane, the outer guide receives and guides the protruding 
side portion of the slider and the inner guide receives an guides portion of the slider 
other than the protruding side portion of the slider. See claim 1, lines 7, 10-12 and 17- 
19.
